BOUNCING LORD SACKVILLE. 

A special from Washingtoy states that Mr. 
Phelps, our Minister at London, has been in- 
structed to intimate to Lord Salisbury that 
the relations of the two countries will be 
more harmonious if the head of the British 
Legation here is changed, and a subsequent 
dispatch adds that formal notice has been 
served upon Lord Salisbury that the obnox- 
ious Minister must be withdrawn. By this 
arbitrary and upgrateful treatment of a 
friend the President has shown himself a 
man of mean resentments and small appre- 
ciations. 

The truth of the matter is Lord Sackville 
is going to be bounced by Cleveland for being 
caught and exposed in doing him a friendly 
favor. Mr. Cleveland was not indignant be- 
cause Lord Sackville had exceeded diplo- 
matic etiquette in advising a countryman that 
he would advance English interests at the 
expense of American by voting for him 
(Cleveland), but because he was detected at 
it. No matter how much anger the Presi- 
dent may simulate, or how peremptory he 
may bein sending him back, we know weil 
enough that his anger does not go beyond 
his exposure, for it is matter of common no- 
toriety that Lord Sackville has written 
other letters of a similar character which 
the Democratic National Committee has 
managed to place where they would do the 
most good without making tnem public.

WHY MORE MISCHIEF HAS NOT BEEN 
DONE. 

It is frequently averred by Democratic 
papers that many Republicans will vote for 
Cleveland because the country has been 
fairly prosperous while he has been in the 
White House, and it has been shown that a 
change of administration is not ruinous. If 
there are any Republicans so short-sighted 
and stupid as to accept this argument they 
may find their proper place in-the Democrat- 
ic party. During the lust three years and a 
half the country has been under Republic- 
an laws and policies owing to the fact 
that the Republican party has held 
the Senate and kept Cleveland’s hands 
well tied. Not a single Republican law or 
measure has been repealed during that time. 
Not a single Democratic law or measure cal- 
culated to injure prosperity has been allowed 
to be adopted in that time. Cleveland has 
been balked and folled in nearly every at- 
tempt he has made to change the Republican 
policies of the Government. Almost the only 
power he has been able to exercise has been 
that of appointing Rebels to office, and the 
Republican Senate has checked and foiled 
him at times in that. Mr. Cleveland’s first 
notable act after his election to the Presi- 
dency was to demand the immediate and un- 
conditional suspension of the coinage of sil- 
ver. It was not e. Who will claim that 
the country would be in better condition if 
Cleveland had succeeded in stopping the 
coinage of silver? Through his favorite Sec- 
retary, Manning, Cleveland urged the repeal 
of the law permitting the reissue of green- 
backs. It was not done, of course. Through 
his Treasurer, Jordan, Cleveland advocated 
the disuse of silver and gold certificates. 
The proposition of course was not considered, 
and no one ever supposed for a moment that 
it could pass the Senate. Equally fruitless 
has been his advocacy of freetrade. Fortu- 
nately for the good of the country Cleveland 
has not had the power to enforce many of his 
policies, and he has been so completely heid 
down by the Senate that his performances 
excite no alarm. Unable to repeal 
a Republican or enact a Democrat 
io measure and forced to continue 
the administration of Republican policies 
in the main Cleveland has had swing only in 
the executive powers of his office. He has 
appointed Rebels to office, loaned the public 
money to banks without interest, made a 
shameful surrender to England in the fish- 
eries matter, and blustered about retaliation 
only to be caught in cahoots with the British 
Minister and have that worthy declare confi- 
dentially that the President’s course was a 
mere campaign dodge to hoodwink Irishmen 
and induce them to vote the Democratic pro- 
British ticket!

TWO GREAT LIBRARIES. 

When the late Samuel J. Tuden died he 
left behind him an estate valued at $5,500,000, 
About $1,500,000 of this sum was bequeathed 
to relatives and the remaining $4,000,000 was 
left in the hands of his executors with the 
request that they obtain as speedily as pos- 
sible from the Legislature an act of incor- 
poration of an institution to be known as the 
Tilden Trust, with capacity to establish and 
maintain a free library and reading-room in 
tle City of New York, and to promote such 
scientific and educational objects as my said 
executors and trustees may more particular- 
ly designate.’”’ The articles of incorporation 
have already been obtained, but pending the 
practical use of them by the trustees it goes 
without saying that tne heirs have contested 
the will, making their contest upon the 
ground that the clausesin the will relating 
to the trust are so vague and indefinite as to 
beinvalid. The decision of Judge Lawrence, 
recently delivered, is adverse to the heirs, 
and should it be sustained by the Court of 
Appeals New York, like Chicago, will ulti- 
mately find herself in possession of a great 
library through the generosity of public- 
spirited citizens. 

The New York Nening Post in comment- 
ing upon the prospects is of opinion that 
New York will have the finest library in this 
country. It says: “The only things ap- 
proaching it are the Newberry Library at 
Chicago, not yet fully established, and the 
Boston Public Library, an old and admirably 
conducted institution, which might well 
serve as a model for the Tilden Library 
when the trustees find themselves free to 
begin their work.“ While the two institu- 
tions will be widely different in their scope, 
as the Newberry Library will be a reference 
library, organized in the most exhaustive 
manner, and the Tilden Library will bea 
public library, for purposes of circulation, 
Chicago will hardly concede the claim that 
the Tilden will be the finest in tne country. 
Asthe Newberry Library will inciude not 
only standard works but will reach out for 
rare and unique volumes upon every subject 
it will be seen that the object of 
its trustees is to make every de- 
partment of research, religious, scien- 
tific, philosophical, political, musical, dra- 
matic, artistic, historical, etc., as complete as 
possible by reference works in all languages 
and of all times, reinforced with a generous 
collection of bibliography, dictionaries, cyclo- 
pedias, maps, charts, atlases, and manuscript 
documents. The Newberry Library will be 
built upon solid foundations. Its growth will 
be the work of years. It is to be a monu- 
ment for all time and the endowment is suf- 
ficient and will be so applied as to insure the

In 
these respects the Tilden Library will prob- 
ably differ from the Newberry, its general 
purpose being such that but little time 
will be needed to present it to the public com- 
paratively complete. In auother respect there

The Newberry Library will be educational in 
its tendency. It will not only be a centre of 
reference which will attract scholars from 
every part of the country, a sort of court of 
highest appeal for the student and man of 
letters in every branch of learning, but its 
division into separate departments and the 
probabie incorporation of the seminary idea 
in the scheme, by which classes may be 
formed with experts for lecturers and the 
free use of authorities in the library on each 
subject, is destined to make the library the 
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centre of educational growth as well as of 
reading.

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With human infirmity the Judges consti- 


tuting the Parnell-Zimes Commission have 
brought to a summary close the opening 
statement of the prosecuuon. The Attorney 
General of the Tory Cabinet, appearing for 
the newspaper which is itself on trial as 
much as Parneil, was fully to dis- 
close che lines upon whict his chent expects 
to drive the leader of the Home-Rulers into 
retirement. The Judges abridged his speech 
only on the amount of detail he was bringing 
in to illustrate the scope his side expects to 
enjoy in the presentation of the case, 

It is made nianifest by Webster’s speech 
that the proving of the letters to be genuine 
is held extremely doubtful by even the 
source responsible for their publication. The 
prosecution relies, not on written evidence, 
but upon the construction of a circumstantial 
chain around the Parnellites so enmeshing 
them with the violence and statutory defi- 
ance of the Land League period as substan- 
tially to ‘convict them of responsibility for 
crime, if not of participation in it.. The 
prosecution will cite Mr. Gladstone himself 
probably as a witness against Mr. Parnell. 
Should they refrain from the personal indig- 
nity that would pe implied, and which the 
British public would be certain to resent, 
they can use his official characterization of 
Mr. Parnell more effectyally, if technical 
crime be recognized as substantial crime by 
the commission. 

Mr. Gladstone, not then fully acquainted 
with the conditions of Ireland, caused the 
arrest of Mr. Parnell in October, 1881. The 
official report charged him with “ inciting to 
crime” and “ being reasonably suspected of 
having been guilty of treasouable practices.“ 
This description was necessary to conform to 
the text of the special legislation under 
which the arrest was made. In the follow- 
ing year Mr. Gladstone said that in the ar- 
restof Mr. Parnell and his associates the 
Government had acted when, in the opinion 
of its representatives, the leaders of the 
Land League were proved guilty of crimes.”’ 
Mr. Gladstone released Mr. Parnell without 
trial in February, 1882, thus demonstrat- 
ing that he held him guilty only of 
technical, not substantive, crime. It is ap- 
parent that the prosecution will seek to 
identify the two and thus make secure a 
transparent but judicial verdict against Mr. 
Parnell. It may for a time influence the tide 
of opinion against him. But the profound 
sense of justice which has been awakened in 
England and Scotiand concerning the abuses 
of government in Ireland and the inherent 
justice of enabling the people themselves to 
reform them by a domestic legislature, which 
can best deal with disorder, must recover 
promptly from any brief interruption of its 
healthful progress. Meanwhile, even under 
these heads of technical criminality, Mr. 
Parnell 1s to be heard in his own behalf. 
FROM OBSCURITY TO FAME—JOE FIFER’S 

RECORD, 

Tun Trrevne prints this morning the story 
of the remarkabie career of Private Joe 
Fifer, the Republican candidate for Governor 
of Illinois, for the benefit of those who did 
not read it last June.

After going through 
college he reads law, is admitted to the bar, 
develops special ability as a lawyer, is 
elected State’s Attorney of his important 
county, wins fame in Bloomington in con- 
tests with the best lawyers of the State, and 
makes so fine a record that his people send 
him to represent them in the IIlinois Senate. 
Sach is the impression that he makes upon 
Republicans all over tne State that when the 
opportunity comes they select him as their 
candidate for Governor. 

So much have the people taken to him dur- 
ing the brilliant campaign he has been mak- 
ing that next month they will elect him, ana 
for four years he will. administer the affairs 
of the great State of Illinois. That he will 
do it well there need be no fear. He has 
held no office whose duties he has not dis- 
charged so satisfactorily that his fellow-citi- 
zens have promoted him as soon as they got 
a chance. 

His is a record to be proud of. It has much 
in common with those of Lincoln and of 
Douglas. It is a man of this stamp whom the 
people wantin the Executive chair—a man 
full of patriotism, courage, determination to 
do his duty, with ability which will enable 
him to meet and conquer every difficulty that 
may present itself. This is the man whom 
they need—a man whom they will know 
where to find, not an inexplicable crank like 
Paimer, the mysterious workings of whose 
mind no man knoweth.

There is not much in ‘this to “cheer Cleveland. 
It shows that among Irish and Americans he 
loses more than he gains as compared with the 
vote of four years ago. It shows also that as 
compared with Hill Cleveland loses among the 
Irish and gains among the Americans. This is 
not surprising. The returns are not as full on 
Mayor as on the other offices, but it is apparent 
that Hewitt, American Democrat, is going to fare 
ill among the Irish, with whom he has had sev- 
eral tussles, and that all that vote will go to 
Grant, Irish Democrat, with the exception of a 
few votes which are for Coogan, the Labor can- 
diaate.

The World has also interviewed about 350 mom- 
ders of the regular Stock Exchange and about 
400 of whatis known as the Consolidated Ex- 
change. Inthe first of these about three-fifths 
were for Cleveland and two-fifths for Hurrison;

They Should Be Allowed to Vote. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
You will greatly oblige three Republican voters 
by answering the following: When we registered 
we had been boarding ata hotel for a year. 
Since then we have moved to another precinct, 
but we still board at the hotel, have our mail 
directed there, and have our laundry delivered 
there. Under these circumstances can we legal- 
ly vote? VOTER. 

In cases like this the Election Commissioners 
should decide that the men have a right to vote. 
The general principle is that wherever there is a 
doubt the voter should be given the benefit, for 
itis not the design of tne law to disfranchise a 
man it it can be helped, In this case, however, 
there is a decision of the Supreme Court, not of 
this State but one of high standing, which settles 
the matter. The Michigan Court has just held, 
as stated the other day in THE Tinu that a 
man should be registered where he eats—boards 
—rather than where he sleeps or lodges. Not 
oaly is a man apt to eat thriee where he sleeps 
once, but he is apt to be much more permanent 
in his boarding-house than in his lodging-house. 

So, where a voter continues to board in the 
precinct where he registered he ought to be al- 
lowed to retain his vote, even though he has 
changed his bed and has gone into another pre- 


| cinct to sleep. The Illinois Supreme Court has 


never passed on the question, so that the Elec- 
tion Commissioners can find nothing to hinder 
them in adopting the sensible Michigan ruling, 
which is perfectly fair to alt parties, and which, 
if followed by them, will save the votes of hun- 
dreds of men who will otherwise be disfranchised 
through no fault of theirs.

AFFAIRS IN WALL STREET. 


Owing to the Political Campaign the Market 
Is Exceptionally Dull 
New York, Oct 27.—[Special.|—The mar- 


ket.today has been like its condition on the 


other days of the week in that it was une- 
veutful. The record of the day shows that 
the bears had rather the better of it, but the 
day was purely a traders’ day, three men 
having conducted the bear raid, if the move- 
ment were strong enough to be so designated. 
The fluctuations were within narrow limits 
and the transactions were light, amounting 
to less than 100,000 shares, and altogether 
the short session was about as uninteresting 
as it could well have been. At the open- 
ing there was some strength in the Van- 
derbilts, Lake Shore, Canada Southern, and 
New York Central advan from g to A 
ofa 3 which gave them the best res 
of the week, and the last named stock was 
bought by London, whence also came orders 
for ing and Union Pacific. This 
strength, however, was not imparted to the 
rest of the list, which was hammered by the 
bears, who were alded by the wet blanket 
caused by the bad statement for September 
issued by Reading. The bank statement, 
too, was not especially ne, and this, 
with the attack made on Lehigh Valley on 
the story that it was to be disciplined 
for discrimination by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, served to weaken 
the market. The coalers were all sold 
and fell off, and there was not enough 
backbone to speculation to force prices up 
again. Stories to the effect that the Rich- 
mond Terminal deal would yet be stopped by 
lawsuits were plentifully circulated, and the 
result was to cause the stocks of the South- 
group to be sold at lower prices; and 
when the gong sounded at noon there was a 
net loss in nearly every stock. The attend- 
ance at the exchange was small, and were it 
not that most of the men are in the heat of a 
Olitical fight, which is daily becoming more 
cad more bitter, the duiluess would have 
been extraordinary; but under the circum- 
stances it is highly probabie that there will 
not be any decided change until after elec- 
tion. 


MORMON INFLUENCE IN UTAH. 


Gov. West Recommends That a Congres- 
sional Committee Investigate Affairs. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 27.—Caleb W. 
West, Governor of Utah, ia his annual report 
to the Secretary of the Interior, says: 

Nothing can justify the despotism of the Mor- 
mon political system to a people who have 
known and appreciate the blessings of a free 
Government. The unity of the Church 
and State is perfect and indissoluble. It is based 
upon the complete and absolute control of a 
priesthood; wielding a supreme power, exer- 
elded to as emanating immediately 
from —in all things, secular as well as 
spiritual. The word of the priesthood is to the 

ormon people the command of God not only in 
matters of faith and morals butin all civil, po- 
litical, and commercial affairs. This priesthood 
not only rules the church but governs the State. 

The Governor says that he has no religious 
controversy with the Mormon people with 
polygamy left out of the question, but he de- 
clares that the local civil government under 
the Mormons is as theocratic as that of the 
ancient Hebrews. 

Pending the settlement of the question of 
admitting Utah into the Union the Governor

Mrs. Carlyle 
was a remarkable woman, a master-mind, ed- 


ucated and cuitured—one whose opinion of a 


new book ali London eagerly awaited as a 
recommendation or censure to be desired— 
yet centered in her scope and interests al- 
most to a point—Carlyle’s personal humor. 
You won't find her parallel in America. Here 
women have miore independence, and, what 
1s more, with the asseruon of their inde- 
pendence they have become the ‘ petted’ of 
the househo In Engiand it is the hus- 
bands that are the petted idols, and every 
wife is a more or less willing slave to dance 
attendance on her lord's whims. That was 
Mrs. Carlvie's life in a nutshell. 
THE SHLFISH OLD BEAR. 


„ For instance, while I lived there some- 
body left Mrs. Carlyle about £100. What 
should she and do but buy a horse and 
saddle for Thomas, and make all the neces- 
sary visions for stabling, grooming, and 
the like. And the great surly bear would 
go out riding on horseback, and this humble- 
minded wife, with whom he seldom crossed 
the threshold, would cail a cheap public cab. 
Cariyle was certainly the incarnation of sel- 
fishness, but I don’t believe the man realized 
it. It was time, from morning to night. 
Mrs. Carlyle once said to me: ‘if I realiy 
were at the point of death with but afew 
minutes to last, and Thomas knew it, I veri- 
tably believe he would keep right on till he 
got h his work and then he would 
grieve terribly.’ ”’ 

„But didn’t these forced feelings find ex- 
pression in harsh words at times?’ 

THE GREATEST OF GRUMBLERS. 

“No; or, perhaps better, rarely. They 
were too refined to quarrel. It. was with 
them a distance, a coldness, a reserve. 
Thomas became a grumbier; he found fault 
with everybody and everything. What with 
his dyspepsia and his inordinate conception 
of the value of his time he had always some- 
thing to fume about. I remember just after 
I took up my residence with them—I merely 
mention this to show to what extent his 
crochets went—some neighboring roosters 
became the recipients of his maledictions. 
They crew too early and shrilly and dis- 
turbed his best hours of rest. Up 
to noon eve day whenever Carlyle ap- 
peared in the lower rooms, there was some 
reminiscence of the preceding night’s hor- 
rors; after noon it was an anticipation of 
the night to follow. Poor Mrs. Carlyle hunt- 
ed up the offending roosters and besought the 
owners that they be killed; she offered to 
pay for them twice, thrice over. But no. 

The roosters were all ri ut; the professor 
shouldn't mind such trifies.’ She even of- 
fered to take the man’s lease and give him a 
handsome bonus to get possession of the 
place. ‘No, they were quite satisfied with 
the place and would stay.’ Poor Jane came 
home heartsick, and the chanticleers re- 
mained ‘cocks of the roost!’ That's 
just a type of the things that were 
constantly occurring, so trivial as 
scarcely to merit notice, yet ified and 
distorted so by Carlyle’s morbid sensitive- 
ness and crankiness that they squ the 
pleasure out of the household. 

„Why.“ continued the lady, I remember 
Mrs. Carlyle telling how Thomas lectured 
her shortly after they were married because 
she asked Betty, her servant girl, to cut some 
bread. He thought it augured bad if she had 
to have her bread cut for her.“ 

VISITORS AT CARLYLE’S. 

“Did you see many noted characters at 
the Carlyies’ during your three years’ resi- 
dence there! 

“Yes, but not so many as you would sup- 
pose. It wasfew that Carlyle deemed his 
equal, and it was only with such that he 
would condescend to waste an hour.’ Hence 
it was not every man of note who gained ad- 
mittance to the sanctum. The only Amer- 
icans I distinctly remember seeing there 
though, of course, there must have been 
others—were Chariotte Cushman, W hittier, 
and Emerson. shaking hands with Char- 
lotte Cushman in Mrs. Carlyle’s parlor is one 
of the trifies I have always cherished. There 
the house, which 
was always tastefully kept, where Carlyie 
and Emerson, whom we used to call 
‘the mimature edition of Carlyle,’ 
used to sitand smoke their long clay pipes 
for hours. I believe that Emerson was the 
only American whom Carlyle ever liked. 
You don’t know how he hated the Ameri- 
cans in general—a mere race prejudice, I sup- 
pose. e was never tired saying bad things 
of the Americans and Methodists, which 
didn’t go down well, seeing that 
Methodist myself.“ 

5 He didn’t care much, then, how his words 
fell?’ 

“Nota bit. He just flung off a speech and 
let it fall where and how it would. He didn’t 
look to see and didn’t care. But come back 
to visitors. Dickens was a frequent caller, and 
so was Thackeray, though what eitner of these 
gentiemen could find in Carlyle that was en- 
tertaining I could never see; they seemed so 
different from him. Tennyson was quite a 
friend of the family, and Ruskin I've seen 
there often. I used to think that there 
wasn't a man in London more roundly hated 
than Ruskin. Mrs. Carlyle used to tell me 
how many struggling and worthy artists 
were ruined by Ruskin’s adverse ju ent. 
She once showed me a letter which Ruskin 
had received from an artist and brought to 
the house. It began, ‘ You worm,’ as though 
that were the lowest and most contemptible 
thing he could call him. Of course they had 
numerous ten-minute callers of note that I 
never saw, but so far as regular visitors are 
concerned they were few and far between.“

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


Decision by the Inter-State Com- 
mission—Various Notes 

It is learned that the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission in deciding that the new 
transcontinental rates are illegal made an 
important concession to the Southern Pacific 
monopoly, The ruling that rates from any 
points east ot New York must not be higher 
than the rates from New York, it is claimed, 
applies only to the following Pacific coast 
terminal points: San Francisco, Sacramento, 
Stockton, Marysville, San José, Oakland, Los 
Angeles, and San Diego, Cal.; Portland and 
Astoria, Ore.; Tacoma, Seattle, and Port 
Townsend, W. T.; a eh Vancouver, and 
New Westmunster, B. C. all other points 
west of Ogden, it is claimed, the Pacitic 
coast roads are permitted to charge a higher 
rate than to the above terminal points. 
In other words the local rates 
from San Francisco and other terminal 
points back to local intermediate stations—as 
to Reno, for instance—may be added. This 
is the thing which the Southern Pacific has 
been contending for ever since the Inter- 
State Commerce law was put in effect,and by 
making the decision the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission virtually repudiates 
its late decision in the Denver case. The 
commission, it is understood, claims that its 
Denver decision applied only on tariff from 
the Missouri River to the Pacific coast and 
not on tariff from Atlantic seaboara points, 
Chi , St. Louis, and other points east of 
the sourit. But the revised transconti- 
nental tariff makes the same rates from the 
Missouri River as from points east there- 
of ana the Southern Pacific adds local rates 
to intermediate ints back from Pacific 
coast terminal points the same as on traf- 
fic originating east of the Missouri River. 


Various Notes. 


The General Freight Agents of the roads 
in the Western Freight Association completed 
esterday their new freight tariff between all 
estern points, after having been in session for 
over two weeks. The new rates are materially 
higher than those heretofore in effect, especially 
on Northwestern traffic. So long as . business 
remains as heavy as itis now the new rates will 
no doubt be maintained, but when shipments 
grow slack again and the roads have plenty of 
idle cars another row may be looked for. 

A meeting of the general passenger agents 
of the roads between Chi and St. Paul and 
Minneapolis was held at airman Abbott's 
office yesterday forthe purpose of considering 
the condition of passenger rates east bound 
from Minneappolis and St. Paul, which have be- 
come greatly demoralized because the scalpers 
were able to manipulate the return portions of 
summer and harvest excursion tickets. It was 
decided that any such tickets found in the Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul markets should be prompt- 
ly redecmed by the line or linés over which they 
are issued at full tariff rates. This subjects any 
line having such disturbing tickets on the mar- 
ket to the penalty of redeeming them at a higher 
rate than for what they were originally sold.

Mr. Coolidge is a lifelong 
Democrat, a grandson of Thomas Jefferson, a 
most intelligent merchant and manufacturer, 
thoroughly conversant with the needs of and 
identified with the manufacturing interests of 
the country. 

This report is an unprejudiced, impartial state- 
ment of a thoroughly competent judge of the sit- 
uation, given to his constituents in a purely busi- 
ness manner. While its application was intend- 
ed for those to whom it was addressed it appeals 
with equal force to the mechanic and working 
man of our own community.

The report goes on to show the business of the 
last year, the amount of wages. paid, improve- 
ments made, etc., and talks of the future ag fol- 


lows: 
NO PROTECTION, NO MILIS. 

We ought to expect, therefore, a fairly profit- 
able business for the next few years, and were it 
not for the free trade feeling in the country I 
should have but little anxiety. You are well 
aware that itis simply impossible to manufact- 
ure colored goods and fine yarns without pro- 
tection. From the best figures that I can obtain, 
if everything that came into the country were 
free, and we paid the same wages that we do 
now, what costs us $1 to manufacture could be 
manufactured for 9% cents. In other words, we 
should save 4 cents on the gross cost. 

Now, labor in our mills takes from 2 to 60 
cents of that $1, according to the fineness of the 
yarn and the amount of coloring material in the 
goods, averaging about 34 cents. According to 
the most exact figures that 1 have been abie to 
get picker hands, carders, mule spinners, and 
weavers receive in this country from 40 to 80 per 
cent more than they do in England, whilst car- 
penters. machinists, and masons are paid double. 
If, therefore, the products of Engiish labor could 
be imported free, we should have to reduce our 
labor about 3 per cent. In other words, the En. 
lish could manufacture for 80 cents what, under 

trade the present price of labor, would

At would probably be impracticable to reduce 
wages sufficiently to meet this difference, as it 
would require a reduction of the wages of the 
machinists. masons, and carpenters of over one- 
alt. and the workers in the mills to less than 67 
per cent.

ply mean closing the mills, or running them on 
coarse yarns of about No. 13. These yarns are 
already made in as great quantities as the coun- 
try can use, and the export to China is not in-

You must take out your second papers to be a 
citizen of the United States. You are now a 
voter of Illinois duly qualified. You could not 
vote in those States that make citizenship an ab- 
solute prerequsite. } 


New York All Right. 

CHICAGO, Oct, .- [Editor of The Tribune. 
From a somewhat extended acquaintance in New 
York State mention was made in my communi-

Attorney F. A. Mitchell made the opening 
statement for Mrs. Bowman in the Bowman di- 
vorce case, Mrs. Bowman was then called to 
the stand. Her examination lasted three hours. 
The cross-cxamination was conducted by ex- 
Judge McLaughlin of St. Louis. Mrs, Bowman 
said she met Bowman when she was 16 years old. 
She knew that he was married. She said Bow- 
man declared that he intended to get divorce 
and marry her. In 1866, when Mary V. Bowman 
got a divorce from him, he wrote her a letter 
from St. Louis, she said, which began and ended: 
“Bree! Free! Free! Free! Free!“ In this 
missive he said that he was at last liberated, and 
would bein Chicago at once to redeem his prom- 
ise and “make his darling Ida his wife.” He 
came to Chicago in June, 1886, and to No. 202 
Webster avenue, where be had installed the 
complainant, ner mother, and her sister. 

“When he came in from the train.“ said Mrs. 
Bowman, “he kissed the two little children and 
me in a most affectionate manner and said: 
‘This is the happiest moment of my lite. I am 
free, free, free Ida, I will now make you my 
wife in name as you have been in fact.’” 

Attorney Case unfastened a massive bundle 
and extracted a score of letters and telegrams 
which were sent by Bowman to his wife. Euch 
was addressed to Mrs. I. M. Bowman and not to 
Miss Ida M. Clement, and he addressed the com- 
plamant as My darling wife.” In one letter he 
said: “Iam not looking around to see pretty 
women. My Ida is lovely and pretty enough for 
me. 


The decree of divorce which Mrs. Mary V. 
Bowman procured was introduced in evidence. 
By its terms Bowman was requiredto pay her 
$30,000. When ex-Judge McLaughlin took Mrs. 
Bowman on cross-examination he drew from her 
that after her father died her mother married 
— got a divorcee, and then married Thomas, 
who deserted her. The lawyer intimated that he 
intended to show, if he could, that Mrs. Bowman 
was not of good character when howman met 
ner. He drew from the plaintiff that Bowman 
furnished a house for her and that her mother 
knew of their relations. Her examination was 
not concluded. She was allowed to step down 
so that the testimony of ex-Gov. Fietcher of 
Missouri could be en. He merely testified 
that Bowman’s reputation for truth and veracity 
was good in St. Louis.

‘FIVE HUNDRED MEN STARVING, 


Thirteen Whaling Vessels Caught in the 


Sax 
} bark J. A. Howland arrived from Fox 
and, in the Arstie Ocean, today. She re- 
ports the following thirteen whalers in the 
ice, with little prospect of their being able to 
get out: The Andrew Hicks, William Day- 
liss, Saucer, Sea Breeze, Ohio, Rosario, Rein- 
deer, Massachusetts, Hunter, J. P. 
West, dalgo, and Ocean. The whalers 
Thrasher and J. A. Freeman have gone to 
their assistance, but it was not thought at 
the time the Howland left Fox Island that 
they would reach them before they were 
broken up. The Howland reports that the 
catch of the entire whaling fleet up to a 
month ago was 122, the greater number of 
which were taken by vessels now in the ice. 
The news of the perilous situation of the 
vessels was brought to the whaling rendez- 
vous by the bark Lucretia. The master of 
that vessel reported that when he leit the ice 
Sept. 27 the others were firmly fixed in ice- 
floes, with apparently only the remotest 
chance of getting out. The position of tl. e 
vessels was about latitude 74 north, longitude 
174 west. The position is about twenty miles 
from Herald Island and near the place 
where the Jeannette first experienced a tie- 
up. There are between 500 and 600 men on 
the tied-up vessels, and unless the ice breaks 
up before long they will not be able to sur- 
‘vive, as their provisions cannot hold out for 
@ great length of tame. A relief party was 
organized at Fox Island. The steamships 
Freeman ana Thrasher were loaded with sup- 
ples and started as soon as possible for the 
vessels. The result of this expedition is 


awaited with considerableanxiety. Another 


vessel with further particulars is expected to 
arrive here from the Arctic in a few days. 
Seven of the whalers are from New Bedford, 
and the other six from San Francisco, The 
value of the thirteen vessels, including the 
season’s catch which they have aboard, will 
aggregate over $500,000. 


ANOTHER INSPECTOR BREAKS LOOSE. 


A St. Louls Man Says That Chicago Dressed 
Meat Is Diseased and Poisonous. . 
PirrssurG, Pa., Oct. 27.—[Special.}]—This 
morning Meat Inspector McCutcheon received 
a letter from Charles Brokate, the meat in- 
spector at St. Louis, accompanying official 
copies of his report of the visit made by him 
to the Chicago Stock-Yards. He bears Mr. 
McCutcheon out in his report, and goes even 
further. In the letter which accompanied 
the document he stated that, in his estima- 
tion, “the shipment of dressed meat was 
nothing short of wholesale poisoning of the 
peop.e.””

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| GEN. SHERIDAN’S MEMOIR.

Paris, Oct. 27.—Marsbal MacMahon, who 
was found at his Chateau la Foret in the 
Loiret, after reading Sheridan’s memoir 
From Gravelotte to Sedan carefully, said: 
It would be untair to criticise Sheridan’s 
memoir from a military point of view, as 
Sheridan himself expressly states in it that 
he does not pretend to describe the battie. 
So the only point that. occurs to me is to er- 
plain that it was, of course, for political ana 
not military reasons that the army under my 
command marched northward along the Bel- 
gian frontier to relieve Metz, and, as Sheridan 
says, Bismarck’s exclamation when he heard 
of it was exact, namely: ‘ It cannot be account- 
ed for uniess it was brought about by the po- 
litical situation in France.’” Marshal Mac 
Mahon is still in fine health and spirits, and 
rides about the woods with his daughters. In 
a further discussion he said: ‘‘Sheridan’s 
memoir is one of tne most interesting little

A call was made upon- Gen. Saussier, the

tions of scenes and incidents and persona, 
rather than of historical facts.

An English General Who Went Hungry 
with the Invading German Army.

Loxpox, Oct. 27.—I visited Gen. Sir 
Beauchamp Waiker, K. C. B., today, who 
was with Gen. Sheridan during the campaign 
of 1870 at Sedan. I handed him the substance 
of the article by the late Gen. Sheridan. He 
ran over the extracts with the greatest inter- 
est, and then said: g 

“T knew Gen. Sheridan in the Franco- 
Prussian campaign. We all agreed that he 
was the most charming of men. I was at- 
tached to the staff of the Crown Prince and 
he to that of the King, wherefore we were 
generally in different parts of the fleld.“ Sir 
Beauchamp was again giancing over the ex- 
tracts from the memoir and to judge from 
the appearance of his face he liked Sheri- 
dan’s account immensely. For some time he 
remained immersed in it, every now and 
then ejaculating pleasant comments. He ap- 
peared greatly amused at the incident where 
Bismarck appeared with the twoeggs. He 
observed, Just like him, he is much too 
good a sportsman not to be a good forager.”’ 

„What do you think of the incident of the 
black bread !“ 

„Quite likely; we often went hungry dur- 
ing that campaign. Those of us who knew 
our way about always endeavored to stow 
away something in our pockets, for the be- 
tween meals were apt to be long, and often 
we had nothing to eat from dawn to dusk.“ 

“Gen. Sheridan mentions you in his 
memoirs.“ 

“And he gives me a luncheon with the 
King that I never got. At the time of that 
luncheon I was gomg hungry in another 
place with the Crown Prince, but he was 
always thoughtful about us; yet I think that 
he, like ourselves, had had nothing to eat 
since 4 o’clock in the morning. Soon after 
the hour of that luncheon we were all called 
in hot haste to be present at the surrender. 
Gen. Sheridan was certainly present at the 
most interesting episode of the war, the 
famous meeting between Napoleon and Bis- 
marck at the weaver’s cottage.”’ 

Did you see anything later of Gen. Sheri- 
dan?” . 

„Not muck. He then went on to Paris and 
Versailles. At the latter place he stopped at 
the Hotel des Cascades. Everybody of note 
went there. However, I was on a delicate 
mission, and it was necessary for me to keep 
my ton between my teeth, so I put up at 
a sm quiet hotel. Hence 1 ata not see 
much more of Sheridan, nor as much as I 
could have wished, for I thought him a splen- 
did soldier and an interesting man.’’

A VINDICTIVE FEMALE MISER DIES. 


She Leaves Thousands of Dollars, bat Lived 
in the Fiithiest Apartments. 

Sioux Faris, Dak., Oct. N. [Special. 
Mary Ann Irvine, one of the most noted 
characters of this section, died laat night of 
heart trouble. Durmg her residence of thir- 
teen years in this vicinity she had proved 
berself a most venomous Amazon; had lived

revengeful, and mean, she would hesitate to 
do nothing against the person or property of 
one who had incurred her hatred. 

For years she figurea prominently at 
nearly every term ot court as defendant in 
various charges, such as applying the torch 
to the property of neighbors who had 
aroused her passions, threatening their lives, 
etc. A loaded revolver was her constant 
companion, and many a man has been made 
Its target. 

It nas always been believed that Mrs. Ir- 
vine had more to do with the murder of Mrs.

She and Egan were intimate, 
and many circumstances implicated her in 
the murder; but no one dared to testify 
against her, and n himself refused to 
‘*squeal.” For the two years she had 
been living im this city, and her reign had 
been one of terror to the neighborhood, for, 
no matter how much she imposed upon her 
neighbors, they quietly submitted rather 
than make themselves the objects of her 
vengeance. In hunting through her hovel 
immediately after her death several chick- 
ens which she had stolen from a neighbor 
were found im the cellar. i 

No one ever darkened her doors, and it was 
only a very short time before she died that 
even her own children dared to enter her 
house. When it was discovered that she was 
dying and she was asked if a physician 
should not be sent for, she objected to incur- 
ring so great an expense, and not until she 
had struck a bargain with the doctor for his 
fee would she allow any medicines to be ad- 
ministered. Her sleeping-room was found 
so fuli of all manner of filthy garbage and 
worthiess rubbish that much of it had to be 
dumped out of doors before the attendants 
could find room to get in or endure the 
stench. After her death a search among her 
effects revealed deeds, mortgages, notes, 
bonds, and cash to the amount, in the aggre- 
gate, of $85,000. The woman was 63 years 
old, and has three children, to whom her

CLIFTON & COS AFFAIRS, 


THE LIABILITIES SAID TO BE $180,000 
MORE THAN THE ASSETS. 


Lost by the Firm in Private Speculation 
Creditors Hope to Be Able to Mold 
Mr. Fowler for a Part of the Indeb:ed- 
ness—A Committee Appointed to Get 
Legal Opinions on the Matter. 


to vay his full share as one member of a lim- 
ited copartnership which, according to agree- 
ment, is not to expire until October, 1889. 
From now on the fight will be to compel Mr. 
fowler to recognize his liability as a partner 
in the collapsed house. Yesterday over 100 
of the creditors met in the Call Board room, 
with K. W. Dunham in the chair, to listen to 
the report of Messrs. Ulric King, George R. 
T. Ward, and W. B. Seaverns, the com- 
mittee appointed some time ago to investi- 
gate the firm’s condition. The report ex- 
hibited liabilities of $230,000 and good as- 
sete of $50,000, leaving a deficit of 
$180,000. The largest creditors are the 
Stock-Yards Warehouse Company $24,500, 
and the Anglo-American Packing & Provis- 
ion Company $12,250. No large amount was 
found due from customers, whose losses had 
been heavy of late but whose trades were 
apparently amply margined up to the time of 
the failure. | 

“The heavy deficit, therefore,” says the 
report, “is to be accounted for in but one 
way—by the speculations on the firm’s own 
‘account. We find that on closing the books 
for the six months ending June 30 the firm’s 
losses were $92,000, or $12,000 more than its 
entire capital, and that since then its losses 
have increased to $230,000.” ' 

This sentiment was received with some 
long whistles of astonishment from the as- 
sembled body of creditors. They looked at 
each other as though to acknowledge that 
this was one on them. Losses of $150,000 
more than the capital invested, and nobody 
discovered it till the shebang closed its doors! 
The report continued: 

“By the partnership agreement we find 
that the firm was organized Oct. 22, 1884, as a 
limited partnership for the term of five years, 
tne firm being composed of Anderson Fow- 
ier, Frank Clifton, and Charles E. Clifton, 
— a capital of $80,000, contributed as fol-

“The firm was to carry on. general com- 
mission business, the profits to go 45 per cent 


cent to Charles E. Clifton, and losses to be 
borne in like proportion.“

was rather satisfactory to the creditors. It 
prevented the escape of Anderson Fowler 
under the statute of limitations, inasmuch as 
it had been agreed. that the partnership 
should remain intact tll Oct. 22, 1889, and it 
showed that the gentleman could justly be 
calied on. for no less than 40 per cent of the 
deficit. 

The committee’s labors did not cease here. 
It called on Mr. Fowler and endeavored to 
obtain from him some proposal regarding a 
settlement.

the Fort William work-shops, The province

SHE IS PAID FOR HER COMPANY. 


Miss Baker of Boston Gets $31,500 for Al- 
lowing Mrs. Perkins to Adopt Her. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 27.—[Special.|—A pe- 
culiar suit was ended here today in the filing 
of a judgment for Miss Lizze C. Baker 
against tne executors of the estate of the late 
Mrs. Mary G. Perkins for the sum of $31,500. 
The case was first brought before the public 
about two years ago, and attracted much at- 
tention because of its being the first case of 
its kind that was ever carried into a Massa- 
chusetts court and because of the peculiar 
contract. In 1880 Mrs. Mary G. Per- 
kins, a lady about 80 years of age 
and the widow of an Italian nobleman, 
who had left her an estate valued at $100,000, 
came to Boston and formed the acquaintance 
of one Lizzie C. Baker. Miss Baker was a 
native of Yarmouthport, and had come to 
Boston to pursue a course of studies pre- 
paratory to teaching in the public schools. 
Mrs. Perkins frequently came in contact with 
Miss Baker, and after a while evinced great 
interest in her. This interest grew into at- 
tachment, and ‘the result was that Mrs. Per- 
kins requested Miss baker to go and live 
with her as her adopted daugher. She 
promised that if Miss Baker would con- 
sent to do so she would leave her all 
her property when she died. At first 
Miss Baker did not seem to think the plan 
advisable, but was finally induced to give up 
her studies and travel with Mrs. Perkins as 
her adopted daughter. Mrs. Perkins died in 
1885, and it was found that she left only $1,000 
to Miss Baker, the bulk of the property go- 
ing to charitable institutions. Miss Baker at 
once began suit to enforce the contract, 
which was a verbal one, to recover the es- 
tate. The only writing Miss Bakerhad to 
show that such an agreement had 
been entered into by Mrs. Perkins was 
a letter written to her by Mrs. Per- 
kins while in Paris in which she re 
ferred to the original contract ugreeing to 
leave all her property to her, and in conclua- 
ing urged Miss Baker to join her in Paris, 
which she did. The dase has been argued 
before several different Judges on different 
specifications, the last argument being be- 
fore Judge Morton, who appointed Judge 
Bennett as auditor. It was while the suit 
was in the hands of Judge Bennett, and still 
pending, that the executors made a conces- 
sion to Miss Baker by offering to pay the 
above mentioved sum and thus bring about 
the end of this noted case. Among the vaiu- 
ables of Mrs. Perkins was a large quantity of 
diamonds, noted for their brilliancy, and 
these, along with the sum of $31,500, Miss 
Baker received.

Naturalizations in New York. 

New York, Oct. 27.—[Special.]|—More per- 
sons have been naturalized in New York 
City this year than ever before, with the ex- 
ception of 1868, when Boss Tweed and the 
gang were using the machinery of justice to 
turn out fraudulent citizens and voters. Al- 
thou the exact figures are not ob- 
tainable a close estimate gives the 
number of naturalizations for the pres- 
ent year at 16,000 or 19,000. Assum- 
ing the last mentioned total to be correct 
Chief Clerk Thomas Boez of the Superior 
Court, who is an authority on all matters re- 
lating to naturalization, estimates that the 
Superior Court has made 10,000 citizens, the 
Court of Common Pieas about 8,000, and the 
United States District Court about 1,000. 
The largest number of naturalizations in any 
year heretofore excepting 1868 was in 1884, 
the year of the last Presidential election, 
when the figures aggregated about 15,000. 


Illegal Registration at Detroit. 
Detroit, Mich., Oct. 27.—[ Special. — War- 
rants for the arrest of two men who swore 
before one of the District Registration 
Boards that they were citizens and entitled 
to vote were taken out tonight, at the in- 
stance of Chairman Raymond of the Demo- 
cratic Campaign Committee on information 
furnished him by two men who are anxious 
to earn the $500 reward offered by Charies 
Wright of the Republican State Committee, 
for the conviction of persons who violate 
the registration and election laws. The men 
to be arrested are said to be Canadians who 
have been in this State less than three 
weeks. The sharpest lookout is being kept 
on all sides for fraud. The registration, 
which closed tonight, is several thousand in 

excess of four years ago. ? 


New York's Increased Registration. 

New York, Oct. 7. — [Special.] —Nearly 
800,000 voters have been registered in New 
York for the coming election. The registra- 
tion was completed today, and the total now 
reaches 286,547. This is an increase of 45,641 
over 1834, Up to this time calculations on 
the result of the election in this city have 
been made on a basis of 260,000 votes. With 
such an enormous registration the total vote 
cannot fall short of 270,000. Estimates here- 
tofore made will have to be declared off. An 
inspection of thé figures shows that an in- 
creased registration has been made in all 
parts of the city.

GENTLEMEN BY ROYAL FAVOR. 


Corean Civil Service Examination for Pro- 
motion to the Honor. 

Letter in the San Francisco Chronicle 
The people are divided into two great classes, 
the gentry and the common peopie. From the 
former the officials are taken on merit, while 
real worth may secure an entrance into 
gentle life for a commoner. These examina- 
tions are of two kinds; one in poetry admits 
to civil service, the other in archery admits 
to military rank. For centuries the Coreans 
have used guns and gunpowder, but in the 
tests of tary competency they use the old 
bow and arrows, and do some good work 
at 200 yards. 

It is desirable to be a gentleman, and en- 
terprising members of the common classes 
are continually striving for this end. The 
examination itself is a most picturesque 
sight. It is held in a large inclosure at the 
rear of the palace grounds proper. Here on 
a large raised stone platform the King sits 
under a canopy with his officials. The con- 
testants dis their power upoh the tar- 
gets prepared, or they squat upon the ground 
by the thousand and write away industrious- 
ly. Each writer is perhaps provided with an 
umbrelia, stuck into the ground at a con- 
venient angie for sheltering him from the 
sun or rain, while by his side lie his bundle, 
containing tood and writing materia 
and his staff, for perchance he has walk 
many miles to be present on this occasion. 
The day is a general holiday at the Captial, 
and nearly every house contains one or more 
of these contestants from the country, with 
their peculiar brimiess hats and little packs 
upon their backs.

Generations of readers have wept over the 
story of Charlotte Temple, and the unfortunate 
girl’s tombstone is still poiated out to strangers 
in a New York gravevard.

FAILED IN THLIR SCHEME, 


Hurley and Hig Associates Miscalculated 
Their Influence, 

The exposure by Tue Trrscunz of the Dem- 
ocratic scheme to influence the railroad men 
of illinois by money and Palmer’s promises 
has checked the movement. A few “ Inde- 
pendent clubs composed almost exclusive- 
ly of Democratic railroad men have 
peen organized, but Ed Hurley and 
his fellow-committeemen who made the 
dicker with Palmer have become the 
objects of grave suspicion.

DECISION OF THE COMMISSIONERS, 
Their Reasons for Not Dividing the Large 


Precincts. 
The Election Commussioners have pro- 
mulgated their decision in reply to the peti- 
tion of the Democratic patriots for a division 
of the election precincts having a registra- 
tion of 600 or upwards. It is, as stated in 


Tun TRIBUNE yesterday, against the prayer 
of the petition and was prepared by Commis- 
sioner Gregory. After reciting the history 
of the petition the decision proceeds to say: 

After listening to the arguments on both sides 
of that question and upon consultation with the 
County Judge, who has such large suvervisory 
powers over this v. we are unanimously of 
the opinion that if through any error, mischance, 

or even misfeasance of proper officers of the 
law or of the employés of tnis board it should 
happen that there should be included in one pre- 
cinct such a number of voters that it would be 
impossible for them within the time limited by 
law election-day to vote, and this fact should 
only develop after registration, there would be 
an Inherent power in this board and in the Coun- 
ty Court to take action necess to afford 
proper facilities to the voters in such precincts 
to cast their ballots and have them duly counted. 

But. no such contingency has arisen or is 

likely to arise. The board must be satisfied 
that no less an emergency than the actual 
want of opportunity of the voter to cast his 
ballot has arisen before such division as is 
asked forin the petition can be made. There 
is no such emergency in the present case. 
The opinion then proceeds to show what 
great inconvenience and confusion might re- 
sult from the division of the precincts at 
this late date, and seems to bold good the 
argument made by Messrs. Mamer and Ray- 
mond that— 
Such action might have the effectof casting 
doubt upon the legality and validity of an elec- 
tion beld in a precinct now established, andin a 
close election opportunity for a contest would 
be afforded. Temptation for partisan and un- 
just action by the canvassing or other officers 
might be stimulated and public confidence in 
those who admunister our election laws might be 
greatly shaken and disturbed. 

fhe Commissioners next to deal 
a blow to the Democratic coterie that. got up 
the petition. They say: 

We are of opinion that, with reasonable dili- 
gence, every voter who is registered in the terri- 
tory over which our jurisdiction extends will 
have an opportunity to cast his vote election- 
day, and in view of the fact that there is opposi- 
tion to this application and that the authority of 
the board to act at all in the premises is seri- 
ously questioned we do not deem it advisable in 
the absence of any controlling emergency to 
take any action in the premises. 

For himself Commissioner Gregory, who 
wrote the opinion, says: 

The plain intent of the law was that the num- 
ber of voters in each precinct should be limited 
to 300 as nearly as practicable; that in no case 
should it exceed 450; and that if. through any 
action or inadvertence on the part ofthe Elec- 
tion Commissioners, precincts were established 
containing a much larger number of voters, this 
was a matter which the board could prop- 
erly. rectify. I may say, however, that 
this has occurred in the cases under consid- 
eration, owing to an unprecedented increase 
in the registration, which could not be 
foreseen or provided against, and that, 
in view of the fact that the precincts as estab- 
lished do not contain more voters than have 
voted in the same space of time atone poll in 
the past history of this community, although I 
am well satisfied that the idea of the law was to 
have precincts of such a size not merely that all 
could vote, but so that all could vote without m- 
convenience, delay, or crowding, all of which 
tend to turbulence, disturbance, and confusion 
at the polis, I am now satisfied that, taking 
things just as they are, itis the wiser and more 
conservative course to deny this application. 

The redress of the grievances of suspects 
continued through the day yeste About 
sixty had their “wrongs righted.”

Nice, Oct. N.— His Majesty Charles I., 
King of Wurtemberg, arrived here last Hun- 
day and took up his quarters at the Splendide 
Hotel, which he has rented for the season. 
Among bis Majesty’s intimates are two 
Americans of whose influence with the King 
the Wurtembergers are jealous, It appears 
this anti-American feeling first arose at 
Stuttgart some eight years ago, when Mr. 
Jackson of Chicago, the then American 
Vice-Consul, became his Majesty’s Privy 
Councilor, As a matter of fact Mr. 
Jackson gets a very small salary in 
addition to what the King considers to be 
due for his services. At Stuttgart the Amer- 
scans were afterwards appointed his spirit- 
ual advisers, Though they have never hith- 
erto been recognized as members af his 
court, their installation in the Grand Villa 
and their constant intercourse with the King 
excited public attention, and this week, when 
the royal command was sent from Nice to 
Stuttgart that Mr. Woodcock was henceforth 
to be Baron Savage and Court Champeriain,

The American Flag Cut to Pieces and Its

San Franaisco, Cal., Oot. 27.—-The Oceanic 
steamer Aiameda arrived from Australia to- 
day. Further particulars of the war in 
Samoa state that it resulted in the complete

A private letter on the 
situation sharply criticises the refusal of 
the Germans to join in making 
the territory around Apia neutral, 
and states that Germany would have no just 
cause for redress if Malietoa’s men attacked 
Tomasese’s position, with its partly German 
garrison. The writer says that, now that 
there is a British Admiral there, it is to be 
hoped he will succeed in making such ar- 
rangements as will prevent any recurrence 
of the events of the last three weeks.

Summer Weather in October Ascribed to 
Some Cosmic Upheaval.

Paris, Oct. 97.—We are in midsummer 
again. The thermometer at noon today reg- 
istered 78° Fahrenheit in the shade. Open 
victorias, June dresses, and sunshades are 
again to the fore. All Paris is living, dinine, 
driving, and walking in the openair. Yes- 
terday afternoon, while walking in 
the Ayenue du Bois de Boulogne, I met 
Admiral Mouchez, director of the Paris 
Observatory. Iremarked: Admiral, the 
weather seems simply to have gone mad. We 
had no summer at all this year, and now that 
it is nearly winter we are plunged into an 
almost tropical temperature. Can you ex- 
plain it“ 

Admiral Mouchez said, “No. I can give 
no explanation based on scientific data, 
but as a suggestion or as a guess, I 
think that the causes of these unprecedented 
changes are due to some cosmic convulsion 
that temporarily diverted the gulf stream 
further from our coasts during the summer, 
and that now, the stream reverting to its 
former position, has brought with it a super- 
abundance of warmed atmosphere.“

The charge 
of double fare and sometimes of triple fare to 
reach one’s destination; the smaliness of. the 
distance traveled; the coldness of the cars in 
winter: discrimination in wayof accommoda- 
tions; number of accidents; frequency of strikes 
and other grievances have been so annoying as 
to arouse public sentiment against you and your 
company, and as an outcome of it our organiza- 
tion has been formed to remedy if possible some 
of these grievances, 

As a committee we would urge: That 
crease the number of cars one-fourth on all lines, 
as well as to put ga additional extra cars on 
all routes between the hours of 6 and 9 in the 
morning andé4andTin the evening. That you 
heat the cars in winter—the mode of heating to 
be of the best and most modern conducive to 
health and comfort, That you charge but one 
fare to go from one int to another on your 
route in the North Division and Lake View, and 
that there be presented to each passenger re- 
questing it @ transfer ticket entitling him 
to take any car he may desire to reach his des- 
tination. 
and formed on the various tracks shall be re- 
moved within twenty-four hours after the same 
has fallen or accumulated—under no circum- 
stances shall the same be thrown or piled on 
that part of the street not occupied by you. That 
not more than two cars shall be kept waiting at 
any one time at any crossing to give way for or 
to be attached to any grip-car. 

SOME SUGGESTIONS.

and poorly lighted cars. Here then we have a 
corporation created by the people dis- 
criminating between them, which savors of a 
tendency to create a caste and class in our com- 
munity, We therefore demand that you do, 
within a reasonable time, withdraw the Wells 
street grip cars and replace them with larger 
ones as now used on Clark street. That the old, 
dilapidated and ili-ventilated cars now run on 
Larrabee street, Clybourn avenue, Sedgwick 

ark, be repluced by those 
of similar character now 


used on State street 
and Lincoln avenue. 

We also invite your attention to the effect of 
the building of your car houses, barns, and stables 
near and adjacent to residence and business 
property. It cannot have escaped your observa- 
tion that property in the immediate vicinity of 
such buildings has greatly depreciated in value, 
and that its effect on the same is to retard ma- 
terially the character and permanency of any pro- 
posed improvements. This is especially so at 
the Larrabee and Sedgwick streets, Clybourn

We therefore demand that you put the proper- 
ty now spoken of in a better condition—that you

A 
short time after his departure it was be- 
lieved that he had taken about $2,000. Har- 
rison Kolly, Secretary of the People’s Build- 
ing & Loan Associaton, was called in as an 
expert. At a special meeting last night 
he reported that he had finished the exam- 
ination of the books and found them all 
right up to May 21, when quite a sum was 
missing. From that time on the reports to 
‘the Treasurer, Charles O. Pratt, did not taily 
with the deposits. The mortgages and indi- 
vidual books will next be examined, but it is 
believed no more losses will be discovered. 

May 21 it was necessary for the 
association to have $5,000, as all its 
collections had been loaned. Four of 
the directors, including the Secretary, 
agreed to pay the money tothe association as 
advanced payments on stock. This was so 
entered on their books, $1,250 to each. 
Nordin made no entry for himself. The 
books were not audited until June 25 and he 
had ample time to cover this error. The 
Auditing Committee, at any rate, declared 
the books allright. From that 
time on Nordin failed to make full 
return of funds collected each week. 
He received upwards of $3,500 the first week 
of each month, $1,500 the second week, 
$2,500 the third week, and $1,500 the fourth, 
One week he only reported $450 to the treas- 
urer. The suspicions of Mr. Pratt were 
aroused and he wanted to examine the books. 
He was put off by Mr. Nordin who said that 


the entries were not all made for September, 


he had to be ready for the 
Committee Sept. 3. The 
evening. of the 2th Nordin reported 
to the board that his trial balance 
was fifty cents out, and he wished to put off 
the auditing until the following week. This 
request was readily granted. Thus he left and 
got four days’ start. The Board of Directors 
expressed a belief Saturday night two weeks 
ago that the money would be found all rignt. 
Next morning the safe was opened. The 
cash was gone. 

It developed at the same time that an order 
for $6,000 in fayor of Mr. Hull, attorney for 
the association, was found among the receipts 
and was counted as cash. This order 
was Mr. Hull's private property. A 
short time before Nordin’s disappear- 
ance it was desirable to raise $6,000. 
Mr. Hull advanced the money and took an 
order on the weekly receipts of the associa- 
tion. The President and Board of Directors 
say the defalcation will not injure the so- 
ciety, as most of the money will be refunded 
by the bondsmen. Nordin owns a house 
worth $5,000, on which the association 
holds a mortgage for $2,000, and it ex- 
pects to apply the balance to Nordin’s account. 
His bookkeeper went on his bond for 6500. 
The young man gets only a small salary. 

Where is Nordin? His wife probably 
knows, but refuses to say. It is said that 
she received a telegram from him a few days 
ago and is arranging to goto him. The case 
is now in the hands of the police, and a re- 
ward of $500 is offered for his arrest, 

Nordin is one of the men who rode down- 
town from the West Side one night ina 
hearse, winning a bet of a supper.

Yellow-Fever Not Contagious. 

Yellow-fever was never communicated in a 
healthy atmesphere by one who was suffering 
from it. If all of the Jacksonville fever- 
stricken patients without injury to themselves 
could be removed and distributed in healthy 
Northern homes there wouid be no more danger 
in ns coming in contact with them, either 
as nurses or visitors, than, there would be of 
catching a broken leg from one thus impaired, 
It is — es non-contagious in an nee 
not charged with the producing causes of the 
malady. It may be asked, Why not then remove 
those who are thus afflicted? o answer is that 
any change in the atmosphere after a patient is 
taken down with yellow-fever is as fatal as a bul- 
let through the brain. Even a slight change in 
the outside air of the same place, caused by a 
cool wave, will frequently end the lives of a 
large number who might otherwise have 
become convalescent. ut the well per- 
sons who are not needed ought to 
be sént away: and though some of 
them may have the fever after they reach the 
North, no one of them will carry any “séeds of 
the disease to the residents of healthy locali- 
ties. It is precisely so with cholera — dysen- 
tery, two diseases apt to become epidemic from 
local causes. There is this difference: that these 
sunerers may and often have been carefully re- 
moved after they were attacked without injury to 
themselves and certainly without injury to any 
one else, No-one need be scared, therefore, at a 
personal contact with any of the people of Jack- 
sonville who are fleeing from that fever-stricken 
place. If they bring the fever in their blood and 
suffer from it after they arrive, they may be 
nursed in our ey Somer or even in our dwellings, 
with no personal ad of any dire result. Yel- 
low-fever is produced in new cases by that which 
caused the in others, but it is no more 
contagious than baldness or the ossification of 
an artery.—American Anulyst.

He has opposed him 
in all of the National conventions where Mr. 

The Nevada 
Senator’s opposition, however, was never 
conducted in a personal and bitter way, and 
so he has never had the slightest hesitancy 
in consulting with Mr. Blaine from time to 
time and bas always received from the Maine 
statesman great consideration and courtesy. 

During the troubie between the Garfield 
Administration and the two New York Sena- 
tors, Senator Jones saw ar opportunity to 
have the olive branch extended and put an 
end to a fight which be saw would result dis- 
astrously to the fortunes of the Republican 
party. e said t he made up his mind o 

to Biaine and Have a frank talk with him. 
hile Blaine was a hard fighter the Sena- 
tor said that he believed him to be a 
great-minded, magnanimous man, and he 
resoived to put this atness and 
to the test. laine was then 
Secretary of State and occupying his old 
house on Fifteenta street. The Senator 
called one evening upon Secretary Blaine. 
Platt haa just been defeated for reélection, 
and it was ciear to every one that Conkling’s 
defeat was Only a question of a short time. 
The pepe tn Nevada Senator went d y 
at the object of his mission by say'ag to Mr. 
Biaine: “I have come to you believing in 
your breadth of mind and in the magnanim- 
ity of your character. You must see that 
this fight which is now going on 
at Albany is one which is sure 
to damage the Republican party. Now, I 
believe that you are s atesman enough to see 
what a great advantage couid be reaped by 
the Administration if you should now stop 
when you have Mr. Conkling fairiy beaten, 
and turn around and help elect him and send 
him back to the Senate. He would be obliged 
to accept the olive branch extended in such 
a magnanimous fashion, for if he were to 
you afterwards you would occupy a 
position in which he wouid not be supported 
by his friends. Such a course upon your 
part would secure the support of every 
one of Mr. Conkling’s friends and 
insure harmony where there is now 
bitter discora. The Nevada Senator said 
that Mr. Blaine caught at the suggestion at 
once. He was not at ali disappointed in his 
estimate of Mr. Biaine’s character. Mr. 
Blaine was reaay to drop the fight, aud even 
estimated at a greater value than did the 
Nevada Senator the wisdom of such a policy. 
He turned, however, to Mr. Jones and, 
placing his hand upon his kree, said, with 
many an emphatic and eloquent tap, that it 
was greatly to be regretted that the flaht had 
gone so far and had got into such hands that 
the Administration was powerless tc stop it. 
It was not within the range of human possi- 
bilities to reélect Mr. Conkiing. 

Mr. Biaine thought for a few moments and 
then his face lighted up as he turned to Mr. 
Conkling’s friend. How would it do.“ said 
he, to offer him the vacant place on thé Su- 
preme Court Bench?’ He referred to the va- 
cancy made by the retirement of Justice 
Hunt. The Senator thought that this would 
be a spiendid proposition to make to 
Mr. Conkiing.

The Senator could not, of course, piedge 
Mr. Conkling. He had called to see Mr. 
Blaine entirely of his own accord, without 
the slightest knowledge of Mr. Conkling or 
his intimate friends. He sincerely thought 
that Mr. Conkling could be persuaded to ac- 
cept the Supreme Court place. He knew 
that such an appointment would 
be most agreeable to Mr. VUonkiing’s 
family and that his acceptance of 
it would at once remove. him from 
the turmoils of partisan politics and at the 
same time free him from certain business 
cares which were at that time pressing him. 
He thought over the matter carefully as he 
talked with Mr. Blaine, but he could give the 
Secretary no assurance chat Mr. Conkling 
would accept. Finally Mr. Blaine said to him 
with great frankness: “Although you 
have nearly always been my opponent, 
yet you have been a fair one and I know that 
you would not want to see the Administra- 
tion or me placed in a false sition even to 
serve your most intimate friends, and so I 
will say to you that if you will come to me at 
any time within the next week or ten days 
and simply ask me to make this appointment 
I will see that itisdone without asking any 
further pledge or guarantee from you. The 
Senator was much impressed by Mr. Blaine’s 
frankness and confidence. 

He tried in the most delicate way to get 
the propositioa fairly before Mr. Conkling 
that he could have a seat on the Supreme 
Court Bench if he so willed. Mr. Conkling 
at that time was in such a state of indigna- 
tion against the Administration that it was 
not possible to submit to him any friendly 
overture from the powers at Washing- 
ton. At the mere suggestion that he 
would accept any position which they had 
to offer Mr. Conkiimg became indignant, and 
used such emphatic language in connection 
with the possibility of any such proposition 
being made to bim that the Senator never 
ventured to go beyond indirectly hinting at 
the object of his plan. He returned to Wash- 
ington within the next ten days and told Mr. 
Blaine that it was useless for him to consider 
any further plans to reconcile Mr. Conkiing, 
and that it would not be possible to 
persuade Mr. Conkiing toaccept any nomina- 
tion in whatever spirit it might be tendered. 
Mr. Blaine expressed great regret. This 
closed Senator Jones’ connection with the 
most serious attempt which was ever made 
to reconcile Messrs. Blaine and Conkling. It 
shows that Roscoe Conkling twice had the 
opportunity of occupying a seat upon the 
Supreme Court Bench. There are many of 
his friends who think it would have been 
wise on his part had he gone on the bench, 
and that he would have left there with a 
name as great as any jurist who has presided 
over this high tribunal. 

Senator Jones was with Mr. Conkling a 
great many times during the last months 

receding hisdeath. He said that Mr. Conk- 
ing had me much changed so far as his 
old litical animosities were concerned. 
The feeling of unkindness which he had had 
for a number of his old Republican associates 
bad practically died out, and when he came 
to die all of the bitter recollections of past 

litical controversies had been completely 
ished from his mind.

But, 
of course, if any of you would like to take 
away a memento, you are quite a liberty to 
do so. The copies are—ahem !—what did you 
say the price was, Mr. Smith?’ “<A shilling 
each, sir,” is the answer. Quite so,” ejac- 
ulates his interrogator. ‘ Now if you please 
to keep quite still while Mr. Smith is making 
his preparations I have no doubt we shall get 
a beautiful picture, and then we will pro- 
ceed with the service.“ Whereupon we are 
assured the photographer gets to work, and 
generally manages to dispose of a dozen 
copies or so.

American Watches. 

One of the managers of the largest watch fac- 
tory in the World was yesterday speaking of 
watches, about which he gave some interesting 
information. A first-class American watch, well 
kept, will last thirty or forty years, or some- 
times even longer, before the works wear out, 
but the average life-of an ordinary low-priced 
American watch is ten years, and that of a Swiss 
watch of the same grade seven years. The 
length of life for a watch depends largely on the 
number of its jewels. The range of prices for 
American watches runs from 88 to the cost- 
lest being a split second minute register timing 
watch. In the United States about 3,500 watches 
are manufactured every day. The Waltham 
factory turns out 1,500 per day, and the Elgin 
factory between 1,200 and 1,300. ere are a few 
wateh factories in the West, but their output is 
comparatively small, and the two here spoken 
of are the biggest in the world; in fact, there are 
none abroad that can be compared with those in 
America. The South has no watch factory. The 
thoroughly trustworthy informant of tne Sun 
upon this subject made a curious statement in 
the following remark: “There are some men 
whose personal magnetism affects the working 
of a Watch in such a way as to render it practic- 
ally useless as a timekeeper.”"—New York Sun.

slums. Its most picturesque components, 
however, are the women. 

They are of all ages, ail slatternly, and all 
haggard. Every woman has a black eye ora 
baby, or both. About one in five is drunk 
and the rest are willing to be. They all wear 
shawls over their heads, and all the shawis 
and all the dressesareof the same dingy 
brown color, the tint to which all other 
cheap colors fade in their feeble old age. 
Through the slightly opened doors of the 
brilliantly lighted pubs“ you can see them 
crowding the bars to repletion. They get a 
pint of ale for a penny, the most horrible and 
brutalizing liquid tnat in any country claims 
a bastard kinsnip with hops and mait. Here 
and there you find one lying down dead 
drunk— dark, shapeless mass shed 
against the 
less self-respecting and 
abandoned than the rats that will creep from 
the sewer by and by to gaze at her with their 
sharp, clear eyes, and perhaps brush her 
with their clean little whiskers. Yonder is 
a maternal beast sitting down insensible, 
with her dress all open and à dirty baby 
asleepin her lap. Here comes a drunken 
mother-—a tall, raw-boned woman—stagger- 
ing along through tne thick throng with her 
arm closely clasping the neck of a littie giri 
who is compelied to stagger with her. The 
mother is shrieking some ribaid song above 
the din. It is oniy 10 o’ciock, however, and 
but few of the women are arunk as yet. Old 
King Alcohol's weekly carnival is only be- 
ginning, and these are the early comers. 

If you will stroll through the market, tak- 
ing care to button your coat y over your 
watch chain, you will get into’Guilbert’s Pas- 
sage. This is a dark, dimly lighted way, 
leading under the second story of the houses, 
with black and nurrow doorways, into black 
and narrow passages on every side. Here 
there is cheerfui merriment among a crowd 
of women. A drunken man of middle age, 
B and dald-headed, stands in 
his shirt sleeves in the middle of the pas- 
sage, threatening everybody. He has exasper- 
ated a tall young fellow who has a small shop 
there, and the young fellow pitches into him. 
They clinch, the young man after a sharp 
wrestle throws him down, and the old bald- 
head hits the stone pavement with a ring 
that should have cracked itlikeanut. This 
is funny, and the crowd of slatternivy women 
laugh shrilly. Now the old man’s ostensible 
wite runs out of her hole to his rescue. She 
has a voluble conversation with another 
woman, and in another moment they are at it. 
A few moments more and they are torn apart 
with bieeding faces and disordered dresses. 
Then they denounce each other in terms not 
nice, but entirely in harmony with the en- 
vironment. Constable K 47 now strolis in 
aud touches the old man with his foot to see 
that he is not dead. He tells the women to 
“goon,” and bundles the old man and his 
defender into a doorway. The rest look at 
him witn ugly hate. They “go on,” how- 
ever. “It don’t do to show that you're 
afraid of em,“ he says as he strolls along to 
where you stand, “If Idid they’d up-end 
me in no time.”’ 

There is a babe in the arms of another 
baby, perhaps three years older, on the pave- 
ment just in front of you. There are ba- 
bies everywhere, in the arms of women, in 
the arms of children, on the pavements, in 
the gutters, in the doorways, and in the 
windows. The women carry them anyhow, 
much as men carry a not particularly valu- 
able parcel. Yonder along the passage are 
three tiny little girls holding three babies, 
all sitting on the dirty pavement against 
the wall. All six are in rags. Queer babies 
these. They are so dirty. Their faces are 
dirty, their legs are dirty, and their shoes, 
when they have them, are soaked with the 
biack liquid of the gutter that trickles along 
by each curb. There are hags all about you, 
old, decrepit, toothless, waxy-faved, gummy- 
eyed hags. They are so old that they have 
scarcely strength to drag themselves to the 
public house for their drink of gin, gin about 
as odorous and as healthy as kerosene. They 
are horrible hagsas they totter slowly and 
silently in and out of the shadows, but they 
are not half as horrible as the babies. 


Movement of the Washing:on Monument. 

Great care is taken to note the movements of 
the shaft, for it does move. The law of contrac- 
tion and expansion of material by heat and cold 
operates here as well as elsewhere. When the 
sun shines full on the eastern face in the morn- 
ing the stones on that side expand and throw tne 
shaft slightly to the west. Then the sun goes 
around to the south and the apex of 
the monument makes a corresponding swing 
to the north. As the orb creeps about the 
sky to its final setting in the evening the glitter- 
ing point on top of the monument makes a con- 
tra- movement around half a circle, gradually 
settling back to its normal position after the rays 
of the sun have lost their power. 

This movement has never been calculated, but 
is undoubtedly slight. The wind, too, has an ef- 
fect upon the structure. From the centre of 
gravity of the shaft, located 174 feet and 10 
inches from the floor, is a cross beam, from 
which is suspended a fine steel wire, protected 
by a galvanized iron tube about four inches in 
diameter. This hangs to the floor at the north- 
west corner of the elevator well. At the bot- 
tom is a plumb-bob weighing twenty-five 
—— suspended by means of the wire, and 

anging in water. An iron cylinder protects the 
instrument from injury, and a little won house 
about four feet high keeps off the draught. 
Through the cylinder is a telescopic eyepiece, 
in one end of which are two Vertical wires about 
one-quarter of an inch apart. When a candle is 
held at an opening in the side of the box and the 
eye is applied to the outside end of the tube, the 
piumb line can be seen—a fine line between the 
vertical marks. 

Any movement in the shaft is recorded bya 
corresponding movement in the line. When the 
structure is at rest, and in its normal position, 
the line hangs still, midway between the others, 
but when the shaft is disturbed by the action of 
the wind it sways back and forth like the pendu- 
lum ofa clock, always coming to rest the 
centre. is Observed every day, and if the 
custodian should ever notice the line * 
still at any point outside of the two cross es 
he will then know that the monument has been 
pen pe eng moved from its level position.

ANCIENT ENGLISH CUSTOMS, 


Burying Suicides at Cross Roads—Gibbet- 
ing—Fairy Rings. 

Detroit Fre Pres: Amongst the almost 
universal custom of raising tumuli, statues, 
or monuments commemorative of persons 
and events, England, perhaps, stands alone 
with a pecuhar custom of carving objects on 
tne sides of chalk hills. The ‘* Cerne Giant,” 
which is to be seen at a great distance, 
dug on a hillside at Cerne Abbas, 
Dorsetshire, is a very interesting 
specimen of this unique art. I do not re- 
member the dimensions, but the figure occu- 
pies a considerabie space, otherwise it would 
not be easily distinguished at a distance, 


where only it can be made out. It is that of 


a man with a club in his hand, and, aithough 
represent one 


it is certain which. 

Strange objects of this and other kinds, 
however, generally bear a local reputa- 
tion,“ or otherwise, local tradition, which 
in the present case is, as usual, rather ab- 


surd, and is to the effect that the figure rep- 


resents a giant who once killed and feasted 
op a farmer’s sheep on the hill, and having 
gorged himself iay down to sleep, when the 
villagers stole upon and killed him! I should 
state that to form the figure the surface 


earth is dug away, revealing the white chalk, 


and it would seem that considerable skill 
must have been displayed and the work di- 
rected from a distance, in order to give it 


the proper perspective. While the giant“ 


has evidently existed for many centuries, 


there 1s an excellent modern figure of horse 
and rider on a bill near the little watering 
place of Weymouth, representing King 
George III., who visited there. A statue is 
also erected on the esplanade, with an in- 
scription recording the event. The hill in- 
cisions have to be cleaned up about once in 
two years. 

The singular ancient custom of buring sui- 
cides at cross country roads has. long since 
become obsolete. I believe the persons so 
„ honored had met their fate chiefly, if not 
entirely, by drowning. It will be remem- 
dered that Hood, relating the tragic end of 
one of these unfortunates,-concludes with 
the witty couplet: 

And they buried him at four cross roads 
With a stake in his inside. 

It is said that on being interred—presum- 
ably without a coffin—a green stake was 
driven through the body of the victim. 

The somewhat barbarous custom of gibbet- 
ing murderers, too, has happily long since 
been abolished. The worst form of gibbet- 
ing alive or starving the condemned. man to 
death in an irou cage on some lonely heath, 
exposed to the elements, was terrible com- 

red with the milder form of exposing the 

y after death on a post. In many locali- 
ties the site of a gibbeting post is commem- 
orated, the writer remembering a pot called 
„Jack White’s Gibbet.“ 

Turning to something a little more pleas- 
ant, the reader may not have heard, or, 1f so, 
seen, what are termed fairy rings, which 
consist of distinct and perfectly formed 
beaten round tracks of about one foot ona 
green fieid down or rabbit warren, tradi- 
tionally” said to be formed by a fairy. 
These rings vary in size and distinctness, 
and, while some are quite fifty yards in cir- 
cumference, others are not more than ten or 
tifteen, ana are generally surrounded by the 
commonest fungi or toadstool. It would be 
interesting to know how these rings are 
really formed, and, although there seems 
some reason to suppose they are produced bv 
the gambols of rabbits, yet it is difficult to

My wife laughingly put on the apron and 
went to work and 1. took off my 
coat and cuffs and took hoid, 
too. It was a long job and 
after we had got the bedsteads thoroughly 
scaided they had to be carried up-stairs, set 
up, amd ‘corded,’ for they were the old 
fashioned kind of bedsteadsin which -ropes 
did duty in lieu of springs or slats. But this 
did not end the work, for on coming down- 
stairs the old lady remarked that the stove 
was a little warm yet, but that if 1 was care- 
full could black it without burnmg my 
hands.

So 
we went at that stove and polished it til: you 
could see your face in it, and hen helped the 
old lady clean up the kitchen.

With a desire to learn something 
more of these people the writer called upon 
a few of them, saw their homes, talked with 
them of their interests and pians for im- 
provement, and sought to learn their views 
concerning their relations with the world. 
As the race still lingers under the misfortune 
of being generally represented by its lower 
elements care was taken to secure a just 
picture of the brighter side, 

The first visit was with Mrs. 8. L. Will- 
iams, who lives on Calumet avenue, near the 
corner of Ray street. She is a young woman 
with soft voice and well-bred manner, who 
received me in a cozy parlor that was spot- 
lessiy neat and tastefully furnished. A 
broad brow and kindly eyes bespoke intelli- 
gence, as well as the replies anz observa- 
tions called out by my various questiors. 

„Can you tell me something of the colored 
people's literary ch I asked. 

AN ADMIRABLBE CLUB. 
% Nes. Lama member of it. It was or- 


ganized about three years ago by Mr. Lloyd 


G. Wheeler and my husband. Its sole object 
is mental culture, and both. sexes are in- 
cluded in its membership. We call it the 
‘Prudence Crandall Club,“ in honor of the 
nobie woman who endured persecution be- 
cause of her efforts to teach colored girls in 
Connecticut before the war. She is still lie- 
ing, and has written us a kind letter.“ 

“Is the society an outgrowth of any 
church! I inquired. 

No,“ said Mra, Williams, smiling. “We 
are freethinkers, and don’t belong to the 
church usually.” 

‘You surprise me. I supposed that all the 
people of your race were religious.“ 

Most of them are,“ she assented, but 
not all. Some of us are interested in science 
and we no longer accept ali the old ideas. 

Are there many who are interested in 
these studies I inquired. 

don't know how it may be outside of 
our club, for I am a comparative stranger 
here. I have livea in Chicago only since my 


marriage, a little more than a year ago. It 


seeme to me, though, that the colored people 
of Washington are more ambitious to leara 
than those who live here, but I was a teacher 
there, and perhaps on that account was bet- 
ter acquainted with people of that kind. My 
acquaintance here belongs to the better class 


and are usually educated.”’ 


% How large is the club?” 

“We have about twenty-five working mem- 
bers, who really form the society, but any 
friends may attend the meetings who are in- 
terested in the work. Some prefer one sub- 
ject and some another, so the club is divided 
into sections. Bach one has its leader, who 
directs the work and explains whatever may 
be doubtful to the class... We meet at the 
house of Mr, George F. Ecton, Perhaps you 
know he was a representative to the State 
Legislature.” 

PLAN OF THE WORK. 
“Will you teil me how often you meet?” 
“ The different classes attend 


During my visit I learned more of the de- 
tails of the club, which give a good idea of 
the intellectual interests of its members. 

The first class is devoted to the study of 
literature. Its leader is Mr. S. L. Williams, 
who is a lawyer dy protession. . Taine’s 
„History of English Literature“ has been 
used as a text book, and the various writers 
have been studied to some extent in their 
own works. In addition a paper is always 
prepared by the leader. ‘his serves as a 
connecting link between the meetings, in- 
cluding.a résumé of the last lesson, with a 
study of the new subject matter. General 
discussions follow, and sometimes the read- 
ing of extracts from authors under considera- 
tion. ‘This is perhaps the most popular sec- 
tion of the club. It has a good attendance, 
earnest members, and reports increasing in- 
terest. 

The second bdlass pursues the study of 
philosophy, using as a groundwork of thought 
and discussion John Fiske’s “Destiny of 
Man.” Evolution in all its phases receives 
constant attention. Mr. I. G. Wheeler is 
the leader, from whom a paper is always 
submitted, followed, as in the other case, by 
general discussion, 

fhe third class, under Dr. C. E. Bently, is 
now taking ub the study of chemistry. It is 
the science section. The course of instruc- 
tion will include experiments performed and 
explained before the class by ite leader. Dr. 
Bently is a young puysician in regular prac- 
tice. 

The fourth class devotes itself to music 
and art, under thé guidance of Mr. F. I. 
Barnett. It has studied the biographies of 
famous musicians and the history of art, be- 
ginning with that of Egypt. The art and 
architecture of Greece received particular 
attention. This winter the class expects to 
study the different schools of music, all of 
which are to be illustrated in turn. 

The fifth class is composed of women only. 
It is in charge of Mrs. John Jones. Its ob- 
ject is moral education. Pre-natal influences 
are studied as a mean’ to the - cultiva- 
tion of a better race; while the diffusion of 
higher and more just moral sentiments is 
aimed at. Papers are sometimes read, and 
several lectures have been given by woman 
physicians. Miss Florence Kollock, too, the 
well-known minister of Englewood, has 
promised to give them a lecture. 

Av tne conclusion of this account Mrs. Will- 
iams continued. 

IN THE BONDS OF PREJUDICR. 

The fact that troubles me in all this is its 
uselessness. We have no place in this coun: 
try. In Europe colored people are treated 
like others; there is mo prejudice against 
them. But here we are simply ignored. We 
are not wanted anywhere. People object to 
us at the theatre or the opera, and the 
churches are just the same. That is one 
reason why we stay at home.“ 

„But,“ L asked, “are you not allowed to sit 
in the churches?”’ 

„O, yes, they will give us a seat, but as 
far back as possible and where other people 
need not come near us. We can't help feel- 
ing then that we are not wanted, so we nat- 
urally do not go often, and learn to doubt the 
professions of Christians.” 

“Tt must be nard for cultivated people of 
your race,” I said. “Indeed, I have often 
wondered how they filed their lives. But 
they will win a place in time.“ 

“I don’t know. Look at Mme. Marie 
Selika. She has a beautiful voice, thoroughiy 
trained. She studied in the conservatory at 
Cincinnati, her home; afterwards in Boston, 
ana then spent three years in Her 
voice is phenomenal. In England ane sang 
in concert with Patti, who treated her kindly. 
She has traveied through Germany with a 
white concert troupe, winning much praise. 
But when she came back to America, 
hoping for“ similar recognition, she was 
simply let alone. White singers did not 
wish to appear with her; wnite audiences 
did not care to hear, and tho critics barely 
mentioned her. They would not even give 
her a criticism.”

As I was quite wilme to follow her un- 
stairs she led the way to a pretty little flat in 
wich she keeps house. It is neat, dainty, 
and refined in all its appdintments. The 
walls are strewn with pretty pictures, most 
of them painted: by herself. In tne little 
library a well filled book case testifies to the 
taste for reading, while the sitting-room, 
with its tasteful A one = 1 com- 
forts, teils of unaffected nem sn 

In a few minutes I was inspecting a lovely 
sofa spread; painted and embroidered by her- 
self; while other dainty hand painted arti- 
eles that women love were held before me. 
Then I looked at the paintings on the Walls. 
admired the cozy rooms, and chatted with 
my graceful hostess, leaving at the conclusion 
of my interview with the old reflecuon that 
we must meet people if we would know 
them. | : 

Just around the corner on Ray street lives 
Mrs, Jones, on whom 1 alse call She re- 
ceived me pleasantly in an immaculate sit- 
ting-room, where she and her daughter were 
sewing in an old-fashioned, leisurely way. 
The house is like the usual dome of well-to- 
do, refined peopie—neat, well-furnished, and 
comfortable, ladies are quiet, self-pos- 
sessed, and intelligent. Mrs. Jones talked 
earnestly of the work of her secuon of the 
club. She also brought out leafiets published 
by the Moral Educational Society of Chicago 
to show me what aids were sought in the 
growing crusade against evil. We want 
more justice to women.“ she said. and more 
virtue among men. Too many children are 
born vicious. Women need to understand 
the laws of motherhood.” 

She is a Prohibitionist, too, who believes 
that drink is responsible for most of the evi! 
in society, 

Do any of your women belong to the W. 
O. T. U.!“ I asked.. 

“I do not know of any.“ was her answer. 

Can it be that these ready allies are forgot- 
ten by the women who in nearly every town 
in the country have united their sisters in a 
common cause! Or is it true that we 
have still to learn the changes that time has 
made in a once ensiaved raco Have we re- 
alized that the intensity of modern thought 
has reached them; thata new generation, 
tasting nearly the full fruits of freedom, has 
buried a past to Which only prejudice would 
now umit their aspirations! Whatever the 
negro has been or may be still by nature, it 
is certainty trué that many intelligent people 
of mixed blood are worthy of more consider- 
ation than they have yet received.

MAKING THE MOST OF HER PAPERS, 


How Mrs. Profi Parker Is Building Up a 
Library of Newspaper Clippings. 

“We make good use of the newspapers 
here at the Normaf School,” said Mrs. Parker 
to d Tribune representative. “We are not 
unmindful of the fact that trained writers 
are employed on our daily papers, and that 
when anything of importance to the country 
or people occurs. this trained intelligence 
seizes upon it and presents it to the public in 


lea ve him iu 


a clear light. 


“ Beginning gut Science, work as we do in 
the primary schodis, and the reading books 
not containing enough in that direction. 
newspapers, children’s papers, and magazines 
furnished a great deai of collateral reading. 
This proved exceedingly useful in the school, 
and in searching for that class of article I 
found so many good things it seemed a pity 
should be wasted that unconsciously I found 
myself adding to my pile of clippings good 
articles upon almost every subject. Soon I 
found it necessary to devise some means of 
properly classifying them, and this I have re- 
duced to a system. I always read a paper 
with pencil in hand to mark what I wish to 
save, and then in some odd. moment I cut 
them. out. The clippings are thrown intoa 
large box ready for use, and I make a point 
of cutting the article out all in one piece, 
after which they are pasted to manilia slips. 
These slips that I use are four by ten, and I 
have just ordered 5,000. 

“JT paste the article to the centre of tne 
slip, as near the top as possible, and if short 
the article will be ali on one side, but if long 
it will of course be continued upon the oppo- 
site side of the slip and so on through a suc- 
cession of slips until the article is finished. 

„always place the articles between the 
slips, and any odd moment I have I utilize 
with the aid of the sponge-mucilage bottle in 
sticking them on, for it is a kind of patch- 
work and takes the place of the ordinary 
crocheting and knitting. I always dry the 
slips between the leaves of a heavy book, for 
I find that the children pay much more at- 
tention to them it nicely done.“ 

“But do thé scholars take any care of 
them?’ 

“ At first they thought nothing of careless- 
ly throwiig around what I had taken 80 
much trouble with, for they were only nows- 
paper scraps,’ but now they are returned to 
the library as regularly as the books. In- 
deed, I have been teaching them reverence 
for the newspaper. And it 1s astonishing 
how religiously my girls save papers. They 
would not think of making a fire with one or 
inany other way destroying one until I have 
marked it.“ 

“ But after ali this is done how can you 
find what you want!“ . 

1 have a cutalogue made out and évery- 
thing is classified. It has made itself aud 
may be added to indefinitely in the way of 
new heads and subheads.”’ 

Mrs. Parker's catalogue is un der the fol- 
lowing general heads, which are in turn 
divided into many classes: First comes 
Ancient History, followed by Modern 
and American History. Literature, Art, 
and Religion are well represented, as 
are likewise the “ ologies"’—Zodlogy, 
Physiology, Geology, Mineralogy, Psychol- 
ogy, Mythology; and Sociology. Under 
each head Mrs. Parker ha’ room 
for children’s stories. Then follow 
Physics, Ethics, Chemistry, Botany, Medi- 
cine, Astronomy, Biography, and Geography. 
Political Economy has a prominent place, and 
is foilowed by articles on Socialism, Customs 
of People, Education, and interesting things 
on days, seasons, games, etc. 

II have everything on Hom e Rule that bas 
been printed in the last three years,” said 
Mrs. Parker. “‘When my slips are done I 
place them in files in a large case such as all 
dusiness-men use and put in the school 
hbrary. 2 

“When the eighth grade was studying the 
Civil War I had over 200 articies on that sub- 
ject in relation to the causes, battles, Gen- 
erals, and the like—and the teachers testified 
to the avidity with which they were read. 
Newspaver men’s way of presenting things 
is and must be readaole, for people nowa 


days have neither the time nor inclination 


to read and write as people used to, in years 
past. As soon as my friends begun to find 
out what I wasdoing, they sent -me papers 
from all over the éountry, with articles tney 
had marked or mereiy files of papers they 
had savea. 

“In connection with the slips on which 
we save the articles we have smaller cards 
on which we save quotations. They are alpha- 
betically arranged, according to the senti-

mes School Kitchens in Which 1,900 Girts 


Are Trained Yearly—Taught How to 
Cook, Rake and Keep House—Educar 
tion That Is ot .Immediste Practical 
Benefit—Does Offer a Solution of 
the Domestic Help Problem? 

Bos rox, Oct. 25.—[ Special Correspondence. } 
—Real friends of education have been for 
some time u a new departure in school 
training, m which every class of pupils shall 
be: “something that shall be of prac- 
tioal value to them—something that may be 
turned to immediate account when school 
days are ended. Naturally all i 
to introquoe industrial features into the 
schools have been persistently opposed by 
the element and it is a large one which be- 
lieves in “letting well enough alone.“ and 
gomg on iu the same old way, without ever 
taking a step ahead. But if the friends of 
industrial education are smaller in numbe: 
they ure stronger lu enthusiasm and device, 
so in spite of All the opposition the Boston 


schools here advanced a few steps in the 


right direction, and with such good results 
that other cities are falling into hne, and a 
work is progressing that bids fair to revolu- 
tionize the public school system and make it 
do what it should, prepare the children who 
attend it for the work they will have to do in 
the world. -- ~- © i 
SEWING IN THE SCHOOLS. 

It it not so many years since sewing was 
introduced as a regular ‘feature of public 
school training. You haven't the slightest 
idea what arumpus it created. The masters 
of the schools were nearly all opposed to it, 
and the under teachers, following the lead of 
the masters, turned up their noses at it. One 
or two of the school principals. saw the wis- 
dom of it, notably Master Robert Swan of 
the Winthrop School, one of the old-time 
masters who have Kept abréast of modern 
educational movements. Ridicule was heaped 
upon the new feature of school work, and 
the opponents made themselves merry over 
what they termed such nonsense. They pre- 
dicted that it wouldn’t last; that it was a 
whim of which the committee would soon 
tire when they should see how little interest 
the pupils would feel about it, and how much 
they would lose in their mental labors. But 
ridicule had no effect on the earnestness of 
the advocates of the ‘industrial training; 
and time proved the mistake they had made 
in their prophecy. The children did take 
an interest in thé new study, and the 
teachers, even those who opposed the plan 
most bitterly, were compelled to admit that 
not only did the studies not suffer for the two 
hours each week that were taken from them, 
but that the children mostly returned to their 
books with an added zest for the short 
change of employment. 

REAL WORK, NOT FANCY AMUSEMENT. 

Now the sewing is a recognized branch of 
school work, and the yearly exhibitions a 
decided feature. The art of needlework, 
that for sojong a time threatened to become 
one of the lost arts, is restored to its old-time 
dignified position as an essential accomplish- 
ment for uny young woman, whatever may 
be her station in life. I don’t mean embroid- 
ery when | speak of the art of needlework. 
I mean the plain and fine sewing at which 
our grandmothers were such adepts and of 
which they were so justly proud. I mean the 
ability touse a needle gracefully and well, 
to overseam, to hem in a refined fashion, to 
fell, to backstitch, and, above all, to mend, 
so that a darn shall be a piece of fine needie- 
work. All this our Boston girls have been 
learning to do in the public schools, and the 
oldest girls in the grammar schools are also 
taught to cut and fit dresses. And all the 
while the lessons in arithmetic, and gram- 
mar, and geography, and history go on, and 
the girls’ brains are not idie because their 
fingers are busy. So thorough is the in- 
struction which they receive that many girls 
on graduation have been able to go at once to 
places in shops as tramed needlewomen and 
take places in families as seamstresses. 

A NEW DEPARTURE. . | 

But this was onty the first step in a right 
direction, and another bas followed it which 
promises to be even more full of good results, 
and which will undoubtedly alter the morale 


at many a home, as it will add to it a comfort 


which has been so sadly lacking. About five 
years ago Mrs. Mary Hemenway, whose 
name is so indissolubly connected with ad- 
vance educational movements in this country, 
opened a. summer school for girls in the Starr 
King schoolhouse. This was not a vacation 
school” in the sense of so many that carry 
the name. It was intended especially for 
poor children aud gotten up for a charity; 
it was to bring together as many girls as 
possible fon a.few hours in the morning, 
with a view to testing the practicability 
of certain branches of industrial training. 
She asked and the School Board courteously 
and generously gave her permission to fit up 
a model kitchen in the basement of the 
school-house.. It was to be removed at the 
beginning of the school year, but before that 
time the Committee on Manual Training had 
visited .the room several times, and had be- 
come 80 interested in the work that was done 
there that Mre. Hemenway was moved to 
ask permission to keep the kitchen as it was 
and to offer to pay all expenses if the com- 
mittee would send girls from the public 
schools to be trained in the principles of cook- 
ing. 

I ought to have said that this model kitchen 
was not built until the second year of Mrs. 
Hemenway’s experiment, when it was pretty 
clearly established in her mind, and in the 
mind of Miss Homans, who managed the ex- 
periment for her, that cooking was to be the 
permanent industry to be introduced into the 


schools. 
THE IDEA TAKES ROOT. 

The committee took little time to corsider 
the matter and gave a speedy acceptance 
to the proposal. So, Instead of the kitchen 
going out the Ist of September, the girls 
began to come in, and the first step was 
taken towards making cooking a part of a 
girl’s school training. Of course, the com- 
mittee looked upon the school as an experi- 
ment rather than as an accomplished fact, and 
the‘first year’s work was looked upon with 
great interest. The experiment was a suc- 
cess, and at the end of the year the commit- 
tee was ready to take it, but other localities 
were calling out for the training, us only five 
schools could be accommodated at the Bos- 
ton School Kitchen No. 1. So Mrs. Hemen- 
way offered to bear the expense for another 
year it the city would establish and support 
a School Kitchen No, 2 They agreed 
to this, and South Boston was chosen 


Jas the locality most needing it. The second 


year’s work was better than the first, as it 
had become more systematized and the train- 
ing had been reduced to a method. There 
are now five central schools. The first is 
Tennyson Street School, the original one; 
Boston School Kitchen No. 1; Boston 
School Kitchen No. 2 is at South Boston; 
Boston School Kitchen No. 3 is at Jamaica

THE IDEA SPREADS. 

No sooner had Boston reported favorably 
on this new branch of industrial education 
than other cities and towhs became eager to 
take it up. But a deiay was rendered heces- 
sary on account of the scarcity of teachers. 
It does not follow that because a woman is a 
good cook she can therefore teach cook- 
ing. No, all the work 80 far has shown that 
a person must have teaching ability and be 
acquainted with the public school methods in 
order to teach this branch well. Feeling the 
necessity that would arise, and anticipating 
the call that would inevitably come for teach- 
ers, a normal class was formed in connection 
with School Kitchen No. 1 the first year of 
its existence, which is now an inde⸗ 
pendent school, whose special work 
it is to tram teachers for this 
public school woork. Graduates of high 
schools who have also attended the teachers’ 
normal school are received. Mrs. Hemenway 
supports the schoo! and tha public receives 
the benefit. Graduates of this normal 
school are engaged as follows: Normal 
school at Tuskogee, Als.; Pittsburg (Pa.) 
School Kitchen No. 1; Canton and Easton 
(one teacher); Pratt Institute, Brooklyn; 
Philadelphia School Kitchen No. 2; Austin 
Industrial Schooi, Knoxville, Tenn.; Brook- 
line Boston School Kitchen No. 5; South 
End Industrial School, Boston; private 
school, Boston. In addition to these places, 
where the school kitchens are already es- 
tablished, movements in the direction of 
establishment have been made in Atlanta 
(Ga.), Mobile (Ala.), Milwaukee, Newport 
(R. I.), New Haven gyre San Francisco, 
Baltimore, Cleveland, Meadville (Pa), and 
last, but by no means least, Chica go. 


MAKE HASTS SLOWLY. 

Eventually all these places will have school 
kitchens attached to the public schools, but 
it is best that all make haste slowly” and 
do not begin until they have everything in 
readiness and can be provided with good 
trained teachers. It is so to make a 
failure if the thing is not N rightly, 
or if it is undertaken prematurély; so easy to 
make it a success, it cate and ce and 
discretion are exercised. W itis by all 
means the thing to do, it must be done in the 
right way, and then it will compei the support 
and friendship of the community. At least 
this is the experience of Boston, which has 
done the pioneer work and proved the right 
of this special branch of itidustry to public 
consideration.

If it is right to 
remove a dyspepsia or a cancer because it is 
destroying physical life, why not an indi- 
vidual whose existence is @ dyspepsia, a 
cancer, or somethin far worse to 
some one whose vitality is sapped 
by that existence? Whatever makes 
hife intolerable is an evil. If the misdirected 
life of disease should be suppressed why not 
the misdirected lives of individuals? Therein 
we have discovered a solvent for many of 
the hard probiems of pauperism crime. 
A bureau of powerful brain motors’ could do 
much for the regulation of taxation and the 
election of nt persons for office.

“PRIVATE JOE” AT HOME, 


His Family, His Personal Characteristics, 
His Great Popularity Where Best Known. 
In Bloomington and adjacent country Mr. 
Fifer is everywhere and by everybody known 
as “Joe.” Over in Danvers, the village 
whence he went to the war, quite as much 
interest is taken in him as in Bloomington.
